GOVERNOR  MARC  RACICOT  was  elected  to  Montana’s  highest  office  in 
November  1992.  Bom  on  July  24, 1948,  in  Thompson  Falls,  Montana,  he 
graduated  from  Libby  High  School  in  1966.  He  received  his  B.A.  from  Carroll 
College  in  Helena  in  1970  and  his  law  degree  from  the  University  of  Montana 
School  of  Law  in  1973. 

From  1973  to  1976,  Racicot  served  as  a  prosecutor  with  the  U.S.  Army  in 
West  Germany.  While  there,  he  taught  criminal  and  business  law  for  the 
University  of  Maryland  from  1974  to  1976.  He  then  became  a  Deputy  County 
Attorney  with  the  Missoula  County  Attorney’s  Office  in  Missoula,  serving  in 
that  capacity  until  1977. 

From  1977  until  his  election  as  Attorney  General  in  1988,  Governor 
Racicot  served  as  the  Bureau  Chief  of  the  County  Prosecutor  Services  Bureau 
and  Assistant  Attorney  General  and  Special  Prosecutor  for  the  Attorney 
General’s  office.
